FRIENDS In eerrying out the work of the Committce, several 

OF THE LIBRARY librarics were askec for tn opinion as to the value 
of the Friends of the Librery work and its usefulness 

in post-war reconstruction. The Freser Velley Union Librery hes been 

most ective end an eccount was given in the preeccing Bulletin. 


A synthesis of four other responses received is made 
up of a number of different opinions. Two libreries felt the name 
"Friends of the Librery” unfortunate. Two expressed the conviction that 
e definite project wes essentiel before orgenizetion of "Fricnds." One 
wrote "that eny such effort would be a dssireble foundetion on which to 
implement increased post-war fecilitics” end thet "the experience of cer- 
tein libraries hes proved the idee essentielly sourd.” Another seid thet 
they were "working quietly along these lines.” 
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One phase is criticized es being, "in some weys, 
detrimentel to librery progress. / general result of the fact that 

heve orgsnized ‘Friends of the Library,’ end of certein objectives that 
heve becn emphesized by the 'Friends' -- gifts, bequests, financias. veir- 
peigns +-- is thet the idee hes been fostered in the minds of many c.*izens 
thet libreries are ea fit and logicel object of philanthropy -- even o* 
whist drives snd tomboles. [ believe thet we must do everything pese ble, 
particulerly st this critical turning-point in our sociel life, to combct 
this all-too-common ‘ttitude of the public. Librevries must be lifted right 
out of the category of charitics end ‘worthy movements.' They ere 
logicelly the full responsibility of constitut.d governmental suthority. 
Every effort must be mede to bring this fect home to the seid euthority, 
end, as e& meens to thet end, to serouse insistcnt demand on the pert of the 
public thet libreries occupy e plece in our comnunel: life not second to 
thet of public schools. ie need friends and fighters for the library, but 
their objectives should now be canalized into winning for the library its 
proper plece in our communel life.” 












One of the committce members renorts thet a ‘Friends’ 
group in the University of alberta is purchasing e rere book on fungus 
growths for the University Librery at a cost of ‘1800.

LABOUR The Committee on Labour 4ffilistion held three 
AFFILIATION meetings during the pest yeer: in October, s'ebrucery 
and April. 






Preliminery discussion showed thet there was some 
confusion among members of the essocintion regerding the investigation to 
be made. The Committce «6s concerned exclusively with the effilietion of 
the British Columbie Librery Associstion with one of the two trede union 
congresses in Cenede, end not with the orgenizction of the members of in- 
dividuel librerics es seperete unions. The only preecccnt for this 

appeared to be the B. C. Teechers’ Federetion, which hed voted in 1943 to 
effilietce. 


Correspondence »ss eerricd on during the yeerwitn the 
Celgery Public Librery, Public Livrery Union of Clevilend, National Federation 
of Public Employees, wWeshington, D. C., and the. Workcurs't Education Asso- 
cistion, Toronto. 4s £11 theso pleces u.ere interested in trede union 
orgenizetion, primrrily, the Committe. felt thet their experiences could 
be drawn upon only in pert. An excellent bricf in fevour of sffilietion 
wes drewn up by Mr. C. K. Morison. 








The Committee wes interested in the visit to Vancouver 
of Mr. Drummond tiren of the Yorkers’ Educetion Associetion, Toronto. a 
dinner snd an open meeting were held for the discussion of the effilietion 
end orgenizetion of professionel workers. Teechers, nurses, sociel workers, 
end libreriens were represented. 


A report was printed in the Merch Bulletin summing 
up points in favor of, end points egeinst, «ffiliction; end cleering up 
questions regerding fces end the strike polic:. 


For the Annuel Meeting on June 2lst, arrengements 
heve been made to hold e round teble discussion on the question of 
lebour effilietion for librerisns et the afternoon session. Represen- 
tetive speekers will present all points of view and #n opportunity for 
open discussion will follcw. 


The Committee recommends thet the resolution to be 
put at the end of the meeting shell be thet the incoming executive be in- 
structed to take & vote by mail withing three months, the ballot to be 
eccompenied by a concise summary of the discussion end a -stetement of 
views pro end con. De 


In the opinion of the Committec it is by no means 
certein thet the present Constitution of the B. C. Librery Association 
would permit effilietion with orgenized lebour; the cheirman noes written 
to the Executive giving notice of motion of an emendment which would 
eneble the associstion to sffiliate with Lebour in the event of the 
Associstion so deciding [notice of this emendment is included in the re- 
port of the Constitution Committee].

LEGISLATION The Committee held two meetings during the yeer. 
COMMITTEE Voluminous correspondence wes cerried on and man 

personel contects were mede in connesetion with the 
cempeign to obtain approvel of legisletion for « Borrd for Certificetion 
of Libreariens. The Cheirmen, in compeny with the President, cttended the 
ennuel convention of the Union of 3. C. Murnicipelities to the seme end, 
end this objective was etteined. 


Similer success did not however ettend the Com- 
mittee's effort to heave the Minister of E:ueetion introduce this lcgis- 
letion in the Legisleture. His objection wes to the formetion of a se- 
pereate Boerd for Certificetion; his preference, for legislation such ss 
is on the statute books of Ontario, which puts regulations end proecdure 
6s to certificetion directly under under tie euthority of the Minister 
of Educetion. 


The Committee, in consultetion wita the Executive, de- 
cided tort helf loef wes better than no breed, and requcsted the Minister 
to introduce the Bill embodying his wishes es sbove. This wes done end 
the Bill wes passed et the 1944 session of the Legisleture. Funds to pro- 
vide for putting this legisletion into foree were included in the 1944-45 
estimetes, and the Minister hes recently invited « committee of six 





librarians, under the éheirmenship of Mr. E. S. kobinson, to consider 
metters arising out of the above legislation. The first meeting of this 
committee wos held cerly in May. 


The Committee wes unseccessful in seeking un amend- 
ment to the Public Librerics Act requiring thet the librerien of e public 
librery be the secretery of the librery borrd. The Minister was definitely 
opposed to this rnd it proved impossible to dissurde him of his opinion. 

It wes not deemed edvisrble to seck introduction of such legisletion by 
@ privete member. 


Amendments medce to the Public Libreries Act this 
yeer, in addition to thet derling with eertifiertion, hve to do with tune 
following:- simplificrtion of tue proccéure for apportioning grants-in- 
sid to public libreries; procedure for 1rur:l sciiool districts joining 
union librery districts by the process of petition end plebiscite; the 
stetus of membership in + union librery district of former separete 
rurel school districts thet herve been united in one school district. 


Attention is egrin drewn to the revised edition of 
Americen Librery Lews, published by the Americen Librrry Associetion this 
year. Although the eerlier cdition included Cen:dien library lews, tiese 
ere deleted from the new volume. [It is understood that criticism of this 
serious lsck hes been mede to officers of the 4. Le. &. by individuel 
libreriens in British Columbi:.

PUBLIC HELATIONS Interim report: 
COMMITTEE 

Tue principal, in fact the only ectivity of the 
Public Relations Committee has been along tiie lines of expanding and 
working out the details of the bricf on postewrr liodrery service. You 
will remember that et the time the bricf wes presentco in December of 1942, 
the associetion undertook to work out the deteils of the generel recom- 
mendetions. This work has not been completed but the committee hopes to 
have eat least a dreft report reedy in time for tae convention. 


In spite of the fect thet our Associetion hes been in 
existence for over thirty years it is evident that the majority of the 
people in British Columbie ere still indifferent to the tremendous impor- 
tance of books in the development of individual, community, nstional and 
international life. The result is that libraries are considercd superfluous 
frills for which public funds should be spent grudgingly if at all. There 
are those who still belitve that becsuse a book is a book it must heve velue 
end thet a collection of books gathered from ettics, béseucnts or dust 
covered shelves in the reer of bookstores constitutes «= library. 
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In order to implement the recommendstions of the 
brief we shall need Government leedersnip which depends on the backing of 
public opinion fully informed as to the velue of edequate librery service 
end the obligstion to provide it. The only way in which public opinion 
cen be developed is by effective service and an e:gressive educetionel end 
publicity cempeign. The British Columbia Librery Associetion is the lo- 
gical end indeed the only agency that cen organize such ea campeign. It 
seems to us thet the days of pessing and pigeon-holing resolutions have 
pessed end that unless our professional essociation tekes action new it 
will be too late. 


For this reason we wish to give the following notice
